The creative genius and 
engineering skill of William Mutlho)- 
land made the work possible and in-

! confidence to undertake it. His sure 


judgment of character and capacity 
have secured to the city the services 
of a remarkably efficient and enthu- 
silastic corps of division engineers and 
superintendents, and to the interest 
and intelligent zeal of these men 
much of the success of the undertak- 
Ing must be attributed. They are 
men who can be trusted to carry out 
the designs of the chief without hav- 
Ing every detail explained or shown 
minutely in blue prints. 

Mutlholland’s principle, as enunci- 
ated by himself, is to leave the widest 
discretion to the man on the job, and 
he generally puts the right sort of 
man on the job I have seen him 
sketch with a stick in the sand the 
outline of a plece of work or a me- 
chanical device for the man selected 
to do the work, and then leave the 
man to work the thing out in de- 
tail. “You know what it is for,” he 
would say. “There is the principle; 
apply it in your own way.” Other 
engineers I have known would have a 
draughtsman at work for three days 
on plans and details, and then get 
no better results. 

THE MAN OF GENIUS. 

In all the trips I have made with 
Mutholiand over the line of the aque- 
duct I have never seen him with a 
notebook in his hand. He never made 
a note, never referred to notes: for 
facts or figures, and he never failed 
to give from his memory the fact. or 
figure desired. He made his first sur- 
vey of the route alone with only a 
pocket compass and an aneroid bar- 
ometer, and the man who drove his 
buckboard thought he wags a 
prospector hunting for a lost mine. 


He saw with his mind’s eye the 


conduits winding across vast reaches 
of désert, tunnely boring through 
the mountains, siphons plung- 
ing down steep slopes into ra- 
vines, and the water of Owens ver 
flowing through them for more than 
200 miles. And Mutlholland’s creative 
dream is becoming a realized fact on 
the identical line that he, sketched 
when he had no data but his own 
rough observations.

And this brings me to the question of Pu Yi’s educa- 
tion. The officials are already discussing what it shall 
be, and the more progressive of them want him trained 
along .modern lines. They propose to hire foreign gov- 
‘ernesses to teach him the modern languages, as is done 
by the imperial families of Europe, and he is to have a 
knowledge of our civilization. The school books now in 
use in the new Chinese schools are being examined, with 
‘a view to preparing some special ones for this little 
baby. He will be made to learn the Chinese classics 
and to commit the wisdom of Confucius and Mencius. 
When he reaches the right age, he will have man teach- 
ers, who, according to the old Chinese custom, will re- 
main on their knees while they instruct him. “No ordi- 
nary man is supposed to stand in his presence, although 
in the reformation which China is now undertaking. this

But they do 
ever so many ‘other things, including the stuffing of 
sausages, the trimming of meats, the putting-up of 
beef extract, the painting of the cans (to prevent them 
from rusting,) and even the pasting on of the labels. 
There are very few things, indeed, that women are 
not doing in the packing-houses today. They manage 
the machines that make the cans—wonderfully ingen- 
fous contrivances these, which cut the sheet metal into 
pieces of suitable sizes, curl the rectangular ones into 
cylinders, and put on the disks for the tops and bot-

An officer:with a megaphone moves up and down the 
main street during the day announcing, so that all may 
hear, the excursions for the day, the location of the 
pleasure pier and the frequency of the trips. This gen- 
tleman has the voice of a well-controlled fog horn, and 
is public herald and announcer for lost and found arti- 
cles, missing persons and frightened children, island 
rules, Saturday-evening fireworks, and so on. The limit 
of his usefulness has not yet been reached. 


The old green bath house to the t of the canvas 
city office has this year been abandoned. A larger and 
prettier one has been built adjoining the tuna club- 
house at the other extremity of the water front. A 
fine bathing dock, with springboards, floating dock, 
steps and lifeline have been placed here. It is as far 
removed from the pleasure pier as the bay will permit, 
and affords very nearly ideal arrangements for swim- 
ming and bathing. The bath house extends on piles 
over the water’s edge, and one can dress inside and step 
out at once to the water. — : 

Along the beach, extending from the bath house clear 
around to where the road to Pebbly Beach begins, have 
been erected pretty yellow and green pavilion seats, fac- 
ing the water as well as away from the water. 

Chalk lines mark just how near the crowd may come 
to the incoming visitors at the Bannings’ pier, and the 


officers strictly enforce decorum here and elsewhere. 


Last year, it was counted one of the chiefest sports of 
the youngsters on the island to gather around the new- 
comers and force them to “run the gauntlet” of gibes, 


yells, presumably funny remarks and coarso advice, 
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This year there is none of that. If a couple look like 
bride and groom, the fact is not yelled at them or rice 
thrown over them: as they step off the pier. If a man 
possesses a big nose or has other features out of the 
ordinary, he is not brutally reminded of the fact. The 
“gauntlet” is a thing of the past, together with other 
rather doubtful forms of amusement formerly in- 
dulged in. 

Porter’s Band, with Kammermeyer as director, now 
gives free concerts every evening in the Greek Theater. 
The place formerly occupied by the band stand, at the 


rear of the dancing pavilion, has been utilized for a_ 


large addition to the pavilion, a fact welcomed by the 
young people who were wont to be overcrowded during 
the evening dances. The Greek theater is just back of 


the once-popular inclined railway, and has been enlarged 


and improved with better seats, cement walks and long 
rows of colored electric lights. Probably 2500 people 
can be seated here comfortably, and there is room, with 
the addition of other seats, to bring the capacity up 
to over 4000. 


Band concerts are given here every evening from 7: 
to 9, the Sunday evening concert lasting a litfle longer 
and beginning a little later. The programme is of the 
highest grade, which may be gathered from the fact that 
so capable. and so musicianly a director is in charge. 
At 9-p.m. the concert ends and the crowd hurries to the 
dancing pavilion, where there is free dancing until 10:45, 
music being furnished by the same brass band con- 
ducted by Kammermeyer. There is no dancing on Sun- 
day evening. A rule has been made that there shall be 
no talking while the band is playing. This rule has 
been enforced very strictly. As a result, those who are 
accustomed to go to the concert simply. for the conver- 
sational advantages the assemblage offers are checked a 
to enjoy the fine music 
offered can do so to the fullest extent. The novelty of 
being at a beach resort and yet being able to’ enjoy a 
band concert as completely as if money had been paid 
for a seat in the Auditorium is a real pleasure. Other 
beach cities ought to try the experiment. 

People attending the concerts and annoying others 
by their conversation are politely requested to keep 
silent. Uf they do not do so, they are handed a little 
white eard requesting them to keep silent while the. 
band is playing. if they continue the interruption, they 


| are either requested to leave the theater, or, if boister- 
ous, are removed. Boisterous conduct anywhere in the 
village is just as summarily dealt with.

the eleven other French Paladins. It was this dattle 
of Roncesvalies that furnished the theme for the “Song 
of Roland,” the grandest of "rench cpics and one of 
the grandest in all literature. — 

Pau, the present-day capital of the Basses-Pyrenees— 
which is the official name for that portion of Basque- 
land lying within the borders of France-—was the capi- | 
tal of the ancient province of Bearn, whose Count, 
Francois Phebus, was made King of Navarre in 1479. 
His third successor on the throne of Navarre, Henri 
d’Albert, married Margaret of Valois, sister of Francis 
the First of France. They were in turn succeeded by 
their daughter Jeanne d’Albert and her husband An- 
toine de Bourbon, who became the parents of Henri of 
Navarre, later Henri the Fourth of France, under whom 
the kingdoms of France and Navarre were united, who 
founded the Bourbon dynasty of France and who has 
ever been regarded as one of the ablest anf noblest

Every Basque is ex-officio a nobleman. Practically 
all are of high degree, and hence there are few de- 
grees of caste. One might well say that the entire race 
is blood-proud, «ancestor-proud, and with good reason 
for so being. They are not stilted in their pride, how-

PANAMA GOVERNMENT WAS 
ORGANIZED So HASTILY. 
By a Special Contributor. 
SBURY DICKINS of Virginia was secretary of the 
- Senate for almost fifty years. He was continued 
in that position until he died, although he per- 
formed no active duties during the last five years of 
his incumbency of the office. 
Originally all of thie purchasing powers of the Senate 
were vested.in the secretary, but Mr. Dickins requested 
that they be transferred to the sergeant-at-arms because 
of his physical feebleness, and it was so ordered. Thus, 
the office of secretary dwindled to the work only of a 
paymaster or disbursing agent; and thus the sergeant- 
at-arms, who was originally only the police officer, be- 
came vested with great powers, including power of 
appointments to important positions. 
After the death of Secretary Dickins an order of the 


of that office to the secretary, and that order was signed 
by Senator Hamlin of Maine, the same who became 
Vice-President when Abraham Lincoln became Presi- 
dent. But, singular to relate, that order was somehow 
suppressed and has never been enforced. It is in ex- 
istence, however, until this day, and is believed to be in 
the possession of a veteran official of the secretary's 


moment, and its enforcement required. ae 
It is a singular fact that the office of chief clerk of 


the Senate, which is one of the most desirable under 
the entire government, is substantially without any de- 


| fined duties. The office was created by an order of the 


Senate, but that order conveyed with it no definition of 
duties; so that, if he so desired, the chief clerk might 
draw his salary without rendering any service whatever 
until such time as the Senate might choose to amend its 
own act by defining substantial duties for the office. 

There is another excellent office, that of assistant 
secretary of the Senate, carrying with it a salary of 
$5500 per annum, but without any defined duties. The 
place is held by Henry M. Rose of Michigan, formerly 
a@ newspaper man at Grand Rapids, and a man univer- 
sally popular in the political world. Mr. Rose is an 
excellent reader, and does a great deal of the work of 
the designated reading clerk, but there is nothing offi- 
cial required of him by the order of the Senate creating 
that office, which by the way, was especially created 
for Mr. Rose several years ago. | 

These singular facts are known to but very few, and 
are probably not known to any one Senator; and they 
are surely not known to Senator Hale, who is in many 
respects the mentor of the Senate, else something defi- 
nite would be done concerning them. It is anomalous 
that the United States Senate should have an assistant 
secretary and a chief clerk with comfortable salaries, 
but without having any officially-defined duties to per- 
form. It is even more remarkable that all of the power 
of the office of the secretary should be voluntarily vested 
in the sergeant-at-arms, while that order of Senator 
Hannibai Hamlin is in existence and on the records of 
the Senate. 

Here is something of great interest and value, which 
has never before been put into type. Millions of our 
people have wondered why the dinky little government 
of Panama was organized so hastily and grew over- 
night like a mushroom, and why our national executive 
gave official recognition to that backboneless govern- 
ment, hastily overleaping all international laws and 
precedents. 7 

What the Senate does in executive session is always 
regarded as inviolably secret. Well, this is what hap- 
pened in an executive session of thé Senate: The Pres-, 
ident sent to the Senate some accurate information 
which had been obtained by diplomatic secret agents;

WOMEN PRISONERS IN JAPAN. 
OPEN LIFE DAY AND NIGHT—SYSTEM OF 
REFORMATION AND WORK. 


It is difficult to associate the light-hearted, childlike 
Japanese women with the dark, forbidding and depress- 
ing side of life suggested by prison. But even in the 
Land of the Rising Sun crime and the punishment of 
it have to be reckoned with; and the question of re- 
forming women criminals is a prominent one in Japan 
just now. | a : 

Penology has made rapid advances there of recent 
years because the Japanese have the capacity of assimi- | 
lating the best methods of other countries in every sub- — 
ject they seriously consider. They realize that the pre- 
vention of crime is even more important than its -cure, 
writes Elizabeth Sloan Chesser in the Guardian, and the — 
drift of their legislation is toward nipping crime in the 
bud. They have grasped the fundamental principle that 
much crime is due to adverse social conditions, and their 
idea is to lessen temptations to crime by improving 
the social and aconomic state of the people and by pro- 
bationary methods. 

With regard to their treatment of women and. girls 
sentenced to prison for such crimes as theft, drunken- 
ness, arson (a very common and serious crime in Japan, 
where the tiny wooden houses blaze and burn in a few 
minutes, and fire spreads quickly from house to house) 
reformatory methods are rapidly being employed all 
over the country. When I visited Ichigaya, one of the 
chief prisons for women in Japan, I was very much 
struck by the humane and curative system that has been 
organized of recent years. The first impression of the - 
prison contrasts markedly with one’s idea of a prison 
in this country. 

There are no massive buildings and glass windows 
with iron bars, no bare stone floors, no long corridors 
and tiny cells where the prisoners spend long hours in — 
solitary confinement. The buildings surround a central — 
courtyard, and are built of wooden planks or standards, | 
cage fashion, so that the prisoners are living an open- 
air life day and night. The floors are covered with corn- 
colored matting, and the woodwork is polished till every 
grain is visible. The prisoners wear pink crépe kimo- 
nos, which contrast with their ivory faces and gleaming 

We were taken to one large room where three rows 
of pink-clad figures were squatting Japanese fashion on 
pink cushions on the floor. They greeted us with shy 
smiles and soft murmurs of “Ohayo,” the Japanese “Good 
day,” while they simultaneously bowed their blue-black — 
heads to the ground. Politeness is one of the chief 
virtues in Japan, and in the prisons spécial lessons are 
given in manners and deportment, and classes are even 
held to teaeh the art of tea serving, which is an impor- 
tant ceremony with the Japanese. The idea is that 
whatever raises the seif-respect of the prisoner, what- 
ever improves her behavior and manners, aids her refor- 
mation. The teaching is very comprehensive. Lessons 


pre given in weaving, dressmaking and sewing, and 


we saw some exquisite embroideries made in the prison 


The prisoners work in sheds all day, so that the cells 
are practically sleeping apartments, and it has been 


found that working in association under official contro! 


makes for reform and improvement of mental! and phys- 
ical health. Prison in Japan is an educational, agency 
and the women work and are paid wages for what they 
do. Prizes and decorative awards are algo given as an 
incentive to good work and conduct. | 

The Japancse of today could teach us a great deal in 
‘the matter of penology. They allow their prisoners more 
liberty, they show a-more sympathetic interest in their 
welfare than we do. Everything is done to teach them 
industry and morality. | : 

We visited the bathroom, which contained about fifty | 
quaint little wooden tubs measuring 2 feet by 4 feet. ~ 
These are not for washing purposes, but are a much 4ap- 
preciated luxury. A Japanese washes before entering a 
bath, and everybody has heard of the custom of the 
country which makes bathing a regular household cere- 
mony partaken of in Order of precedence. Every pris- 
oner has to wash three times a day and has a hot bath 
three times a week in‘ Japan. When the prisoners have

Journalist, dramatist, publisher and book seller, M. 
Souvorin, proprietor and editor of the Novoe Vremya, 
is one of the most extraordinary men in Russia today. 
His buoyancy ig not confined to playing practical jokes 
in lonely railway stations. He is the hardest worker in 
the empire. Despite his great age, he writes like a 
young man. AjJl his articles, books and plays are brim- 
ful of vivacity. ‘The better feelings which now exist be- 

i. tween English-speaking people and Russia are, in a very 
large measure, due to his energy. He translated. books 
by English and American authors into Russian and ed- 
ited others. When they were ready, he could not find a 
publisher to bring them out. “Nobody will read stuff 
written in England and America,” was the verdict. So 
he printed and published them himself, and, founding 
large book sellers’ stores in the principal cities of Rus- 


en

flocked to buy. It was he who paved the way for the 
Anglo-Russian entente. In the old days, Russians

Souvorin did not choose journalism—and that is the 
strangest part of his strange story.

By dint 
of hard work and bravery he finally became an officer 
ond retired to his native village with the rank of cap-

Why We Say “You” Instead of “Thou.” 

The reason commonly. given for the substitution -of 
the second person plural for the second person singu- 
lar—“you”| instead of “thou”—that it originated as a 
fad of couttesy—may explain its origin, but its univer- 
sal adoption is due to a deeper reason, namely, that 
the second|person singular of the verb is a complicated 
and difficult form, while the second person plural is 
simple to the last degree. With every principal verb 
in the language, and with.every auxiliary except “must,” 
the pronoun “thou” requires a specia} change in the 
form of the verb, which is often the only break in an 
otherwise uniform series. Thus in the present tense of 
every verb, with the single exception of the verb “be,” 
the pronoun “you”temploys the unchanged root form of 
the verb, as “you love, have, can, do, shall, will, etc., 
while “thou requires a change of form, as ‘‘thou lovest, 
hast. canst, lost, shalt, wilt,” ete. In every such choice 
the unchanged root form has always the right of way. 
Thus “you” has become everywhere current in the busy 
activities of \life, while “thou” is carefully laid up in 
the museum of antiquity or the shrine of religion.—

FOR SOME CURIOUS PURPOSES. | 
By a Special Contributor. 
HE United. States goveynment out annually 


thousands of dollars for purposes which not one 
- in a thousand citizens knows bie about. A 


close study of the appropriations pills passed every 
year by Congress reveals the fact that this country has 
an expense account which contains} some remarkable 
items. Appropriations for these have been regularly 
made for years, and will probably continue to be made. 
for many more to come. 


Although slave trading is generally. supposed to be a. 
thing of the past, the United States does not think so. 
This is evidenced by the fact that this country contrib- 
utes annually $100°as its share of the expense of keep- 
ing up at Brussels an institution known as the interna- 
tional bureau for the repression of the African slave. 
trade. 

Uncle Sam is deeply interested in ascertaining the size 
of the earth over which he re¢ently stretched out his 
mighty hand. With a-view of gaining the much-desired 
information, he pays annually, through the American 
embassy at Berlin, his quota as an adhering member of . 
the International Geodetic Association for the measure- 
ment of the earth, $1500. The records do not show 
what progress the a$sociation is making toward reduc- 
ing the size of this planet to cold figures, but the $1500 
is paid every year. 


In Brussels, there is an international bureau for the 
publication of custonrs tariffs. It costs money to main- 
tain the bureau, and the United States pays $1388 an- 
nually as its proportionate share of the expense. More 
expense still is the annyal membership fee of the Uni- 
ted States in another institution with headquarters in 
Brussels. Every year $2270 is paid by this ‘government 
as a contribution to the maintenance of the Interna- 
tional Bureau of Weights and Measures. 

It costs the United States no less than $14,100 annu- 
ally to provide prisons for American convicts in for- 
eign countries. These prisons are under the immediate 
jurisdiction of the consular officers in various cities in 
China, Korea, Japan and Turkey. They are seldom 
used, but they must be ‘maintained, nevertheless, The 
prisons, with the cost of rent and salary of keepers, 
are as follows: Bangkok, $1000; Shanghai, $1550; Yo- 
kohama, $1550; Turkey, $1000. For keeping and feed- 
ing such prisoners as may from time to time be con- 
fined in these prisons, $9000 is set aside every year. 


The Secretary of the Treasury would doybtless expe- 
rience no difficulty in finding plenty of. men about 
Washington who spend a day without remuneration 
watching the destruction by maceration of United States 
securities. But to save the secretary any possible em- 
barrassment, Congress has provided that he may pay 
the representative of the public, who the law says shall 
be one of a committee ‘to witness the reduction of the 
securities to pulp, $5 a day for each day he may be so 
employed. | 

On the coast of Morocco, at Tangier and ape Spar- 
tel, mariners used to experience great difficulty in avoid- 
ing disaster on account of the absence of warning night 
signals on the shore. Lighthouses were sadly needed, 
and, as the government of Morocco would not provide 
them, the' great powers took the matter in hand in the 
Lighthouses were 
established and the powers are assessed so much annu- 
ally for their maintenance. The share of. the United 
States in this expense is $325. | . 

It is sometimes necessary for the United States to 
bring back te this country from abroad persons charged 
with crime. It is rather expensive work, and for it 
there is an annual appropriation of $5000. : 

This government is ever grateful for any service ren- 
dered its citizens in case of marine disasters by those 
of foreign countries. Such services are usually sub- 
stantially remembered, and there is a special provision 
for them. An annual appropriation of $4500 is made for 
“expenses incurred in the acknowledgment of the serv- 
ices of masters and crews of foreign vessels in rescuing 
American seamen and citizens. 

The people of Alaska who inhabit the islands of St. 
Paul and St. George receive special consideration at the 
hands of the government. Congress authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to furnish them with food, 
fuel and clothing, and for this purpose $19,500 is appro- 
Industrial and elementary education in Alaska 
costs the government $30,000 a vear, | 
_ The Washington Monument comes fn for a good-sized 
In order that it may be kept 
open to the public and receive the necessary repairs, 
Congress allows the War Department an annual appro- 
priation of $11,520. The same department is given $547,- 
275 annually to be expended in providing artificial limbs 
for-soldiers, and an additional sum of $2000 is appropri- 
ated for surgical appliances for the veterans. * 

The items enumerated are only a few of the long list — 
of unique expenditures made by the government. The 
State Department has a secret fund which its used for 
diplomatic purposes. The public knows absolutely noth- 
ing about this fund, and everything concerning it is 
surrounded with the greatest air of secrecy. Ont of it 
are paid the bills for entertaining foreign visitors whe 
may be the guests of the government from time te 
time.

Buying and Selling Exhibition Specimens. 


It often happens that a breeder finds his string of 
exhibition birds shy in some particular, and that in or- 
der to make his exhibit complete he is forced to buy 
a bird or two from some competitor. Usually this is- 
done by either sending away for the birds, or else going 
out on a still hunt with the hope of “picking up” what 
‘may be required, Thus it can be seen that buying and 
selling exhibition birds is a distinct line in the business. 
Breeding stock is often quoted in advertisements; ex- 
hibition sales are invariably a matter of correspondence 
and dicker. Prices of course vary, going from.a few 
doliars to $50, $75 ahd even $100 per bird. We have 
known of exhibition birds in bunches of five and over 
to bring $50 each for the Los Angeles shows. Birds 
to win in big shows naturally bring more money than 
those of fixtures of less importance. Breeders catering 
to this trade aré presumed to possess birds “fit to win” 
in any ordinary competition. This condition implies 
certain qualifications without which the bird is “not in 


line.” In the first place a specimen “fit to win” should . 


be in condition, up to weight, trained to the exhibition 


coop, and in every way qualified for the showroom. If | 


breeder cannot furnish a specimen “fit to win” in a 
showroom competition, he has no right to take the pur- 
chaser’s money. Ofter a bird is not fully developed, 
yet possesses elements of strength calculated to estab- 
lish him as a “fit-to-win” specimen; such a bird should 
never be sold for exhibition purposes. Change of envi- 
ronment and condition, management and treatment 
often retard advancement in this direction. It is not 
every one who knows how to develop a bird and put him 
in prime physical condition. In brief, a breeder sell- 
ing “fit-to-win” specimens should send out only birds 
in perfect show condition, which means in addition to 
the above qualifications, freedom from disqualifications, 
clean plumage, comb, beak, legs and even toes. 
It has been quite the custom in years past for Calli- 
fornia breeders to send Bast for show birds; indeed, it 
is safe to assert that for every show held in the State 
there are always a number of imported specimens. The

“All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy.” While 
you ay sojourning in the mountains :and at the sea- 
shore, do not’ neglect to provide proper care for your 
birds.

“Not that all over the West, trom Helena to Santa 
Fé and from Omaha to Denver and the Slope, I didn’t

Nature’s Distributions. West Australian source. We hear much about 200-egg 


pear blight. The district is a heavy producer of cher- 
ries, which, by the way, have been very profitable this 


season. But the leaves of the cherry trees in some of 


the largest orchards have been all skeletonized by the 
pear or cherry slug These insects resemble small 
snails, but belong to an entirely different order. They 
attack the green tissue of the leaves, blighting the foli- 
age and weakening the vitality of the trees to an alarm- 
ing degree. It is good fortune that the slugs have al- 
lowed the present crops to mature perfectly before the 
onslaught began. | | 

On these magnificent cherry trees the test of dam- 
' age from the late attack of slugs will come next year. 
The growers fear that the buds maturing this fall, and 
upon which the vitality of the next bloom will depend, 
will be weakened by the practical defoliation now “in 
evidence in so many cherry orchards. Many of our 
readers know that some of the best cherry counties are 
around &-np Prancisco Bay, and the weather conditions 
there n.ake the siugs a pest, where they seldom do harm 
in the cherry counties subject to dryer air and hot wea- 
ther. A brave fight is being made against the siugs in 
the district I visited last week, but its success is not as 


great as it should be. 


The Fight-Perpetual. : 
HE recent award of a $5000-tent contract for 150 fu- 
migatimg} tents to be used at Redlands shows to 
what extent .the scale invasion has fooled the fruit grow- 
ers. Only a few years ago it was held, and with good 
reasoning, that a few of these typical citrus centers 
would never be troubled with insect pests. Riverside 
did not fear the black scale, for # would not live in that 
climate; Los Angeles would never be invaded with the 
purple scale, as that insect could not survive a climate 
dissimilar to that of Plorida; the apple worm never 
world reach the isolated orchards of the State, and the 
mountainous regions would be especially immune from 
its attacks; the white fly could not exist in California, 
and so on were a score Of other predictions all of which 
have been disproved by bitter/experience. 

These incidents show us that the war against . insect 
pests in our fruft orchards ts the heritage of the future. 
This fell necessity ts the life of commercial fruit grow- 
ing. Were it not for the vicissitudes of the business

Pruning Strawberries. 


AREFUL experiments have shown that vigorous 

fruit buds will not form in the dark. A large iso- 
lated plant drops its leaves out in all directions so the 
sun can shine on the crown or center, and the buds on 
such plants are very much more stocky and perfect 
than on those which are crowded so thickly together 
that their own foliage is closed in, or if the leaves of 
other plants fall. over the crowns and shut out the light. 


The great mistake growers make is to allow runners 
to form and make foliage in abundance, and then cut 
it all’ off at once. This destroys the balance between 
roots and foliage, so that the plant is thrown into a 
congested condition that induces rust and other fungi 
which always attack weakened roots. The runners 
should be pruned off before leaves begin to form, and 
then the growth proceeds in the new crown naturally 
and leaf and root are equal. 

My favorite way of growing fine fruit, of what people 
call medium-sized varieties, is in the hedge row, that 
is, one plant wide and as close as the foliage will ad- 
mit. Prune off the runners as soon as they appear by 
attaching a rolling cutter to the cultivator, and thus 
do the double work with the same labor. 

Those varieties designated as extra large | should 
krow strictly in hills provided always that the ground | 
Was very rich to cause them to stool up largely. 

On poor soil I should let some runners form, 
would never let any strawberry go without close pru 
ing.—[Western Rural.

“Casimiroa Edulis (zapote bianco) of the Mexicans 
is the name of the tree of which you inclose leaf and 
seed. It is a native of almost all the northern States 
of Mexico. In 1893, when I lived in Los Angeles, I had 
noticed thie particular tree, at the corner of Figueroa 
and Washington: there were two of them at that time, 
about ten or twelve years old, and they had been fro- 
zen down to the ground more than once in their young 
years. If I remember well, they were the only ones 
of their kind in Los Angeles in 1893. There must be 
quite a number at present.” 

In addition he inclosed circular regarding fruit, from 
which we quote: “Casimiroa Edulis; the first semi- 
tropic fruit ever produced in California, there being 
one large tree in Santa Barbara, coeval with the Old 
Mission, and more than 100 years old. This grows to 


quite a large size, very much spindling up in the young |

Peanuts as a Garden Crop. 


HE peanut thrives only in warm weather, yet its 
season of growth is short enough to permit of ma- 
turing a crop in the same length of time needed to grow 
and ripen ordinary beans, and its requirements in the 
way of soil and temperature are very much the same as 
those necessary for the suceess of beans, so where the 


latter are a reasonably sure crop, the peanut may also | 


be counted on to do well. 

If every one who has a little plot of ground at his 
disposal could be persuaded to plant a few hills by way 
of experiment this year, we could safely count on ‘he 
majority of “experimenters” making peanuts a part of 
their garden products. Any one can get both pleasure 
and profit out of a few bushels grown for home use, 
and some to give away or sell to friends. 

The nuts of commerce have gone through various 


leguminous plants, can get all the nitrogen it needs 
from the air. 

Peanuts should not be planted tiN the ground is 
warm and ali danger of frost is over. 
should be plowed and well fined, and if intended for 
horse cultivation rows should be made as far apart as 
for corn, and the seed planted from) one to two inches 
deep, about eighteen inches apart in the row, two nuts 
to a hill. If planted in the garden, the rows may be 
far enough apart to walk between when hoeing. The 
seed had best have the shells removed, but ‘care must 
be taken not to break the thin brown skin covering 
the nut.

The Simple Science of Diet. 
H ERE is anotaer book that tends to chine thes Se

creasing interest taken by the general public in 

subjects relating to health. It is a book written 
by a “layman’ for “laymen,” the author being Good- 
win Brown, a member of the New York bar, Who claims 
to have been rejuvenated by following suggestions of 
dietetic reformers such as Horace Fletcher, Prof. Chit- 
tenden of Yale, Hubert Higgins of Cambridge, England, 
Prof. Fisher of Yale, and Dr. D. S. Sager, having found 
himself at 54 a rapidly ageing invalid. In this book the 
author aims to give the theories of these writers on 
nutrition in simple condensed language. The title of 
the book is “Scientific Nutrition Simplified.” (Freder- 
ick A. Stokes Co., publishers, No. 333 Fourth avenue, 
New York.) | 

‘In his preface the author says: | 

“The best part of the new plan is that it ciate noth- 
ing to adopt ft. It requires no expensive apparatus, no 
consultation of specialists, no change of climate, no re- 
lease from daily 'work; it is a mere matter of getting 
and applying certain easily-understood information.” 

A number of pages in the book are devoted to an 
exposition of Horace Fletcher's theory in regard to the 
complete mastication of food. The essence of Fietch- 
er’s theories is given as follows: 

“The first rule for the practice of Mr, Fletcher’s theo- 
ries is, therefore, ito wait for an appetite before eating, 
and to make sure |that it is a real and not a false one. 

“There is a vast difference* between these two things. 
Normal appetite - ‘lis manifested in a specific physical 
s®nsation, described literally by the old-fashioned phrase 
‘a watering of the mouth.’ It asserts itself only when. 
the body is in aetual need of fuel, or material for 


is expressed in a general feeling of restlessness—often 
quite as much of| the mind as of the body; or in a 
sense of actual discomfort, described variously as empti- 
ness, faintness, dizziness, all-goneness, etc. 

“None of these sensations is an indication of a real 
mee of the body for food. The restless craving is due 
merely to habit—the fact that the body has been ac- 
customed to receiving certain quantities of food at cer- 
tain hours—and if food is not available it soon passes 
away and does not reappear until the next meal- 
time; while all positively disagreeable sensations arise 
from unhealthy conditions somewhere in the digestive 
tract, Persons who complain of a sense of emptiness 
in the stomach are jsuffering, not from lack of food, but 
from habitual overeating. Their stomachs have be- 
come distended to accommodate abnormal quantities; 
and, therefore, as spon as the food passes out into the 
intestines, the walls of the stomach collapse and give 
rise to the unpleasant sensations that are usually in- 
terpreted as a need|for another meal.” 

Mastication, like any other good thing, may be over- 
done. On this subject the author quotes Prof. Irving 
Fisher as follows: | 

“He who counts his chews or makes hard work of 
mastication, by attending only to the. mechanical act 
of chewing, will receive more harm than good. from 
the practice. The faod should be chewed and relished 
with no thought of | swallowing. There should be no 
more effort to prevent than to force swallowing. It 
will be found that if we attend only to the agreeable 
task of extracting thie flavors from our food, Nature 
will take care of the swallowing, which will become, like 
breathing, involuntary. It will also be found that taste 
will grow more discriminating and can be depended 
upon to guide us, both in respect to the kind of food, 
and also to the amount.’” 

» It would be safe to|say, however, that for every, man 


chew enough. | 
As to Mr. Fletcher’ ' personal eating habits, the au- 


thor says: 
“It should be noted ‘in this connection, however, that, 


so the vigorous use of the mechanism of mastication in- 
creases its efficiency. The secretion of saliva is not only 
increased, but is rendered more alkaline. Despite the 
popular idea, Mr. Fletcher himself is a fast eater. Hav- 
ing made a vigorous and persistent use of his masti- 
catory apparatus for ten years, he is now able to keep 
pace with the average eater and yet fulfill all the con- 
ditions of complete mastication. The actual time that 
he spent over his two daily meals during the Yale tests 
was from twelve to fifteen minutes each. From this 
it will readily be seen that there are no grounds for 
the common belief that it is necessary for a follower 
of Mr. Fletcher to spend an unusual length of time over 
his meals.” 

On the subject of whether or not one should converse 
at the table, or should eat silently and alone, as recom- 
mended by some writers on the subject, the author of 
this book properly suggests that mirth and merry com- 
pany are valuable aids to digestion. 

The author produces arguments in favor of the twee 


Prof. Fisher is quoted against the sudden and com- 
plete exclusion of meat from the dietary of those who 
have for a long time been accustomed to eating it regu- 
lariy. This is sensible advice. As to the question of 
meat eating, the author shows that leaders of the re- 
formed dietary movements are stil] divided in their 
opinion as to whether a complete exclusion of meat, 
even when effected gradually is to be recommended. It 
will be founf upon investigation that those who doubt 
on this subject have not given it the thorough investiga- 
tion which it deserves, and that where such thorough 
invetigation has been given a great majority of the in- 
vestigators arrive at the conclusion that meat eating is 
not only unnecessary, but harmful. ; 
author shows, it. is quite possible to over-eat on proteid 
food without making use of meat at all. 

The author refers to eggs as containing xanthin, which 
is closely allied to. uric acid. This is only true of stale 
eggs, not of fresh-laid eggs. 

Some specimen meals are given, taken from the dieta- 
ries used by the subjects of Prof. Chittenden’s expert 
ments. These meals, it should be observed, are far 
from the ideal. For instance, they include such un- 
hygienic foods as apple pie, lemon pie, oatmeal mush, 
and fried bacon. There is no question whatever that 
if a more rational and wholesome diet had been adopted 
by Prof. Chittenden in his experiments, the results 
would have been even more favorable than they were, 

Most of the trouble arising from the excessive use of 
tea and coffee are declared to spring, not from the 
stimulating qualities they contain, but from their ‘xan- 
thin and tannic acid. The trouble arises from both 
these causes. The author correctly states that if tea 
and coffee were made by the “drip” method and never 
permitted to boil or stand on their grounds, most of 
these troubles would disappear. Such treatment would 
certainly greatly lessen the evil results that arise from 
drinking tea and coffee. y 

In regard to condiments, the author says:

What a most extraordinary idea—that substances 
which are injurious to a strong stomach may be safely 
taken by a weak stomach: This is a bad break.

“It is probable that there is a physiological demand 
for a certain amount of salt when the diet consists

The 
facts in the case have been fully set forth in these col- 
umns. Briefly stated, they are as follows: 

Benzoate of soda is a mineral preservative, much of 
which is manufactured from horse urine. After careful 
inquiry, Dr. Harvey Wiley, chief chemist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, declared it to be injurious to 
health even in small doses. It is not used by reputable 
packers of clean products. In fact, they denounce its 
use. Other manufacturing interests succeeded in hav- 
ing President. Roosevelt appoint a board to revise Dr. 
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Wiley’s cpinion. Before he left office, President Roose- 
welt stated that he had been misled in appointing this 
board—misied by an interest connected with Standard 
Oil, which has a finger in this, as in most other rich 

To this it should be added that conditions in re- 
gard to the use of benzoate of soda are now in some 
respects worse than they were previously, when only a 
very small percentage of the drug was permitted. Un- 
der the new ruling a manufacturer may use as much as 
his conscience—or rather lack of conscience—permits 
him, so long as he prints the formula on his label. How

?FVHERE is much alarm in Europe over an outbreak of 
cholera. A dispatch from St. Petersburg states that

and will attack those whose blood is impure—in whom 
favorable soil is found for the germs of the disease.

the’ fact that the herbs and roots which enter into the

Much 
of the raw material, as well as large quantities of manu- 
factured drugs, it was stated, comes from Japan, and 
adulteration is the rule with these consignments.” 


Apparently, therefore, there is not much to choose be- 
tween Chinese and American drugs. It is true that the 
Chinese use many peculiar “remedies,” but they depend 
largely on herds, and on the Whole their medicaments 
are probably less dangerous and quite as valuable 
those by American druggists. 

The question at issue im this case is, of course, not the 
welfare of “laymen,” but the very simple one that the 
Chinese take a little business away from American drug- 
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gists and physicians. i |
